Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Managers 

The  public  does  not  think  of  Lakeside  as  being  a  community 
in  itself,  but  it  is;  for  here  is  a  post-office,  a  telephone  exchange, 
a  school  for  nurses;  three  hotels,  one  each  for  the  doctors  and 
nurses,  and  another  for  the  maids  and  orderlies ;  two  hospitals, 
one  for  the  rich  and  one  for  the  poor ;  a  dispensary  for  out-door 
relief;  a  dress-making  establishment  where  the  nurses'  uniforms 
are  made,  and  all  kinds  of  sewing  done;  a  store  of  dry-goods,  a 
grocery  store,  a  meat-market,  where  a  man  is  kept  busy  cutting  up 
just  a  day's  supply,  a  drug  store,  a  garage,  a  laundry,  an  ice-plant, 
another  for  electricity,  a  cold  storage  plant;  one  for  making  anes- 
thetics, where  from  nine  hundred  to  one  thousand  gallons  are  made 
each  operating  day;  a  distillation  plant,  a  paint  shop  with  painters, 
a  carpenter  shop  with  carpenters,  a  brace  room  and  with  that  a 
blacksmith  forge,  for  the  iron  of  all  hip  braces  is  hand  forged; 
a  machine  shop  for  repairing  all  kinds  of  machinery,  and  a  place  in 
which  soap  is  made.  Each  committee  of  the  Board  is  interested  in 
some  part  of  this  community. 

The  Donation  and  Invitation  Committee,  although  not  large, 
nor  with  arduous  duties,  finds  much  to  do  in  acknowledging  dona- 
tions received.  It  is  true,  the  board  has  only  to  know  of  needs  to 
respond  most  generously.  This  committee  also  sent  notices  asking 
the  board  to  supply  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  and, 
later,  cards  of  thanks  were  sent  to  all.  The  dinners  were  so  bounti- 
fully supplied. 

No  one  can  realize  the  hard  work  done  by  the  Linen  Commit- 
tee, unless  they  were  with  them,  in  the  exchange  room,  on  the  8th 
and  22nd  of  each  month.  From  850  to  900  articles  are  often 
exchanged  on  these  days.  The  routine  of  work  is  interesting.  The 
articles  not  worth  mending  have  been  rolled  up,  each  section's  by 
itself,  and  sent  in  from  the  sewing  room.  Before  the  committee 
arrives,  the  house-keeper,  with  the  assistance  of  two  probationers, 
has  selected  a  new  article  to  replace  the  worn  one,  rolled  the  two 
together  and    put   them   into   the   box   marked   with   their   letter. 
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The  first  committee  members  to  come  begin  to  verify,  to  see  if  the 
article  given  is  like  the  worn  one,  see  that  the  old  is  not  worth 
mending,  and  carefully  count  the  number  given.  The  old  are  then 
thrown  aside  and  used  for  cleaning,  after  all  marks  have  been 
cut  out,  by  the  probationers.  When  two  or  more  boxes  are  ready, 
two  other  members  begin  to  call  off  their  contents  to  the  one  in 
charge  of  the  slips  to  be  sent  to  the  book-keeper,  and  duplicate 
slips  to  be  given  to  the  sewing-room  to  be  rechecked  there.  The 
new  ones  are  tied  up  and  marked  to  show  their  destination.  The 
members  then  make  out  a  shopping  list,  so  that  the  stock  will  be 
ready  for  the  next  drain  upon  it,  and  all  requisitions  for  the  sewing 
room  are  sent  there.  From  this  room  also  come  all  new  things, 
made  since  last  exchange  day,  and  these  are  counted,  and  entered  on 
receiving  slips  to  be  sent  to  the  book-keeper.  There  is  a  complete 
system  of  book-keeping  in  the  sewing  room.  Each  day  the  number 
of  yards  of  material  used  is  entered,  and,  opposite,  the  number  of 
articles  made  from  it.  All  are  marked  by  an  expert  seamstress, 
who  uses  the  machine  needle  and  red  thread  as  others  use  pen  and 
red  ink.  The  date  of  making  is  marked,  this  materially  helping  in 
ascertaining  the  wearing  qualities  of  the  material,  and  puts  the 
replenishing  on  a  certain  basis.  In  the  stock-book,  where  the  bal- 
ances are  not  dollars  and  cents,  is  kept  a  complete  record  of 
materials  used,  trade  names  and  so  forth,  and  is  proving  more  val- 
uable each  year.  Three  different  articles  have  been  most  carefully 
studied  the  past  year,  and  satisfactory  decisions  made  in  each  case. 
First  the  blankets.  The  committee  has  proved  the  suitability  of 
each  kind  of  blanket,  for  each  department,  after  ten  years'  experi- 
ence, and  they  find  the  large  expenditures  have  been  as  carefully 
handled  as  possible.  Second,  the  curtain  material.  It  has  been 
found  that  Swiss  dress  material  is  better  for  curtains  than  any 
sold  under  that  name,  and  can  be  bought  at  a  saving  of  from 
ten  to  twelve  cents  a  yard.  Third  the  cap  muslin.  It  is  now  bought 
by  number  with  most  satisfactory  wearing  qualities.  This  com- 
mittee also  interested  itself  in  the  curtains,  loose  covers  and  shades 
in  Miss  Samuel's  rooms.  During  1911  9,206  articles  were 
exchanged,  and  3,863  given  out  on  requisition,  making  a  total  of 
13,069.  Many  changes  have  been  brought  about  by  the  library 
commmittee  the  past  year,  all  showing  for  betterment  of  the  work. 
In  the  library,  the  sliding  doors  were  replaced  by  those  opening  out 
and  these  are  kept  locked.  All  the  books  have  been  carefully  gone 
over,   and   two   boxes   of   those   partially   worn   were   sent   to   the 
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Salvation  Army,  and  50  to  the  Mission  at  Cumberland  Gap.  The 
shelves  have  been  lettered  and  the  books  arranged  on  them.  The 
fiction  alphabetically,  the  others  occupying  spaces  by  themselves. 
The  first  catalogues  printed  to  be  distributed,  were  found  to  be 
inadequate,  as  new  books  are  added  constantly.  These  were  with- 
drawn. Those  now  in  use  are  little  leather  covered  indexed  books 
with  adjustable  leaves,  so  it  is  easy  to  add  the  names  of  the  new 
books  from  time  to  time.  These  are  in  each  private  room,  and 
each  ward.  A  card  catalogue  is  also  in  the  library,  and  when  a 
book  is  taken  out,  a  card  bearing  its  name  is  put  in  its  place.  Dur- 
ing the  year  150  books  have  been  received,  so  the  library  now  con- 
tains about  1,200  volumes.  Rev.  Mr.  Sutherland  reads  services  for 
the  nurses  every  other  Sunday,  and  once  a  week  goes  to  the  open 
wards.  He  brings  with  him  Bible  leaflets  in  18  different  languages. 
Often  when  a  patient  can  find  no  one  with  whom  he  can  talk,  those 
in  the  ward  not  knowing  the  language  he  speaks,  one  of  these 
leaflets  opens  up  the  way  to  understanding. 

There  is  never  any  danger  of  the  Visiting  and  Relief  Commit- 
tee, not  being  able  to  find  work  for  its  brains,  and  hands  to  do. 
Each  year  finds  it  more  systematically  planned.  They  try  to  know 
the  home  conditions  of  the  charity  patients,  by  questions  when 
they  enter,  these  supplemented  by  visits  of  the  visiting  nurses  to 
their  homes.  Then  to  relieve,  by  interesting  the  proper  charity,  any 
need  brought  about  by  the  illness,  and  to  keep  their  needs  relieved 
while  the  patient  is  in  the  hospital.  To  see  that  the  return  of  the 
patient  to  the  home  does  not  cause  distress  there,  so  his  recovery 
will  be  speedy.  They  try  to  do  all  this  by  helping  the  family  to 
plan  and  manage  for  themselves,  often  finding  work  for  some 
member,  so  that  they  can  be  self-supporting.  If  this  can  not  be 
done,  it  is  tried  to  help  them  by  co-operation  with  one  of  the 
various  organizations  without  invading  the  field  of  any.  If  it  is 
thought  best,  nourishing  food  and  supplies  of  milk  often  follow  a 
patient  home,  and  clothes  are  given  when  needed.  Everything  is 
done  to  keep  them  in  health,  so  that  they  will  not  return  to  the 
hospital.  The  name  Flower  and  Entertainment  Committee  sounds 
attractive,  and  it  should,  for  this  committee  deals  entirely  with  pleas- 
ures given.  It  begins  in  April  when  the  spring  flowers  appear  to 
show  how  successful  the  fall  planting  has  been.  This  is  now  done 
by  the  hospital  gardener  at  a  saving  of  a  third  of  the  expense  in- 
curred when  a  florist  was  employed.  In  May  the  porch  boxes  are 
put  out,  and  the  cannas  'and  geraniums  replace  the  spring  flowers.

All  this  part  of  the  work  was  started  in  1907  by  Dr.  Gushing.  He 
was  so  deeply  interested  in  it  all,  and  asked  the  assistance  of  the 
chairman  in  spending  the  $1,000  that  had  been  given  to  beautify  the 
grounds  of  the  hospital.  A  landscape  gardener's  assistance  was 
secured,  and  a  formal  planting  planned,  but  the  coal  dirt  and  high 
winds  changd  these  plans,  and  cannas  and  geraniums  are  now  used 
exclusively.  The  nurses  graduating  exercises  were  held  in  the 
Harkness  Memorial  Chapel  of  the  College  for  Women  and  the 
reception  in  Haydn  Hall.  This  committee  took  charge  and  was 
gratified  that  both  were  successful.  On  October  11a  reception  to  a 
convention  of  nurses  was  given  at  Lakeside  by  the  committee, 
assisted  by  the  school's  alumni.  The  decorations,  music  and  refresh- 
ments were  most  attractive.  On  October  27th  and  28th  the  hos- 
pital served  luncheon  to  the  American  Association  of  Clinical 
Surgery  in  session  here.  This  committee  planned  it  all,  and  were 
relieved  to  know  that  it  was  satisfactory.  Christmas  was  taken  care 
of  as  usual.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  Board  it  will  long  be 
remembered.  The  children's  letters  to  Santa  Claus  were  all  an- 
swered and,  apparently,  he  himself  distributed  the  gifts.  Each 
patient  in  the  hospital  had  a  flowering  primrose,  and  on  each  tray 
in  the  Open  Wards  was  a  gift  from  the  Board.  Expressions  of 
keen  appreciation  were  heard  from  all,  when  the  beautiful  decora- 
tions were  finished  throughout  the  hospital.  In  the  Training  School 
Committee  many  interesting  subjects  have  come  up  for  discussion 
and  settlement.  Miss  Darling  continued  the  faithful  administration 
of  her  duties  until  Miss  Samuel  came  to  fill  the  position  of  Prin- 
cipal. Already  the  hospital  has  shown  the  benefit  of  her  broad 
experience  and  sympathetic  interest,  and  her  suggestions  have  met 
with  the  cordial  support  of  the  trustees.  The  new  year  promises 
much  for  the  standard  of  efficiency  of  the  Lakeside  nurse.  Dr. 
Gerstenberger  is  delivering  the  lectures  on  diseases  of  children. 
Four  extra  nurses  have  been  authorized  for  each  class.  This  will 
help  the  growing  demand,  as  at  present  there  are  not  enough  nurses 
to  supply  the  eight  hour  system.  It  was  found  necessary  to  place 
Miss  Hodgins,  an  experienced  graduate  nurse,  in  the  operating 
pavilion,  in  charge  of  the  surgical  cases.  The  obstetrical  depart- 
ment is  growing  rapidly.  Two  graduate  nurses  are  in  charge  to 
train  the  pupils,  in  addition  to  the  visiting  nurse,  who  reports  the 
cases.  A  new  feature  has  been  added,  giving  the  pupils  in  the  third 
year  a  two  months'  training  in  district  nursing  under  a  supervisor 
from  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association.     While  this  is  not  adequate 
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training  it  will  give  them  practical  experience,  tending  to  greater 
confidence  and  adaptability.  Miss  Nutting  of  the  Teachers'  College 
of  Columbia  University  has  established  a  course  in  Social  Service 
and  Public  Health.  Miss  Buchanan,  a  visiting  nurse,  has  taken  this 
course  and  is  now  training  graduate  nurses  in  Cleveland.  To  this 
course  will  be  sent  the  nurse  having  the  highest  standing  at  Lake- 
side, at  graduation,  the  scholarship  being  given  by  Mr.  Melville 
Hanna  and  called  the  Edward  Fitch  Cushing  Scholarship.  A  second 
one  given  by  Mr.  Mather,  called  the  Isabel  Hampton  Robb  Scholar- 
ship, entitles  the  winner  to  a  course  in  the  Teachers'  College  of 
Columbia.  These  two  taking  the  place  of  the  small  cash  prize  given 
heretofore.  A  room  in  the  basement  of  the  nurses'  residence  has 
been  fitted  up  as  a  laundry,  and  they  hope  to  have  the  room  adjoin- 
ing the  kitchen  to  use  as  a  diet  kitchen,  Miss  Samuel  looking  for- 
ward to  a  more  thorough  training  in  these  branches.  Thirty  nurses 
graduated  in  May.  Again  comes  the  question,  "Where  shall  the 
next  exercises  be  held?"  Would  it  not  bring  people  more  in  touch 
with  our  hospital  if  the  exercises  were  within  the  walls  of  Lakeside? 
When  Mrs.  Page  endowed  the  Kindergarten  Committee  it  was 
her  hope,  that  under  the  care  of  trained  teachers  the  children,  while 
here,  might  be  taught  many  useful  ways  of  helping  themselves.  At 
first  it  was  found  easy  to  find  the  trained  kindergartener  to  do  the 
work  even  without  remuneration,  but  now  no  teachers  can  be 
found.  The  result  has  been  that  young  girls,  often  the  daughters 
of  the  board  members,  have  become  interested  in  the  work.  There 
are  now  twenty-five  names  enrolled  and  it  is  hoped  to  train  these 
young  women  so  they  will  become  more  and  more  useful  in  the 
many  avenues  of  service  at  Lakeside.  From  three  to  five  visit 
each  day,  except  Wednesday  and  Sunday,  spending  an  hour  in 
delightful  work  in  relieving  the  tedium  of  these  long  days  for  the 
little  ones.  When  the  young  women  enter  the  wards  they  are  met 
by  long  enveloping  aprons  and  their  hats  are  covered.  This  is  all 
a  precaution,  so  as  not  to  bring  contagion  into  the  wards.  Cries 
of  delight  are  heard  from  the  children  as  "teacher"  enters  the 
room,  and  immediate  demand  is  made  for  some  definite  work  that, 
"/  want  to  do."  To  each  child  it  means  so  much.  The  happiest 
time  is  just  before  Christmas  and  that  day.  With  the  help  of  these 
young  girls  the  children  are  taught  to  make  calendars,  blotters  and 
work-baskets,  gay  with  fluttering  ribbon.  These  are  daintily 
wrapped  and  stored  away  to  be  given  as  Christmas  presents  to 
father,  mother,  and  others.     That  is  the  children's  side  of  Christ- 
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mas,  but  through  the  generosity  of  the  entertainment  committee  the 
hospital  side  is  just  as  attractive,  and  Lakeside  will  always  be  re- 
membered. ,The  members  of  the  Inspection  Committee  are  so 
divided  into  groups  that  each  section  of  the  hospital  is  visited  every 
week.  Never  has  the  working  force  been  more  harmonious,  as  is 
shown  by  fourteen  out  of  seventeen  orderlies  earning  a  vacation, 
meaning  a  year's  service.  The  effect  of  the  longer  term  of  employ- 
ment is  felt  all  thru  the  hospital  and  the  good  order  reigning  every- 
where is  a  distinct  triumph  for  our  superintendent.  The  house- 
keeper has  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  laundry  noticeably.  The 
clothes  are  rinsed  more  thoroughly,  the  washing  of  the  operating 
rooms  is  done  by  itself,  as  is  also  that  of  the  open  wards.  Bath  towels 
are  hung  on  racks,  then  drawn  to  the  ceiling,  where  the  towels  dry 
without  being  put  through  the  mangle,  so  that  their  wear  is  pro- 
longed. In  the  private  pavilion  iron  protectors  have  been  put  on 
all  the  rounded  surfaces  of  the  walls,  and  the  steam  tables  replaced 
by  zinc  covered  ones.  Many  of  the  open  wards  have  been  painted 
and  a  side  room  provided  for  delirious  patients.  The  window  sills 
in  the  small  kitchens  have  been  covered  with  galvanized  iron,  and 
shelves  built  under  them,  thereby  increasing  the  working  space. 
The  children's  ward  is  the  last  to  be  renovated.  Although  the 
utmost  care  is  taken  in  admitting  the  patients,  in  reducing  the  days 
for  visiting,  in  compelling  every  visitor  to  wear  the  long  apron, 
contagious  diseases  do  creep  in.  The  doctor's  quarters  have  been 
brightened  by  new  rugs  in  each  room,  and  their  tasks  lightened  by 
the  billiard  table,  and  the  sure  prospect  of  a  new  tennis  court.  Mr. 
McBride  has  made  possible  the  cataloging  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  cases.  Miss  Samuel's  fears  about  the  effect  of  the  monotony 
of  the  nurses  lives  here,  are  lessening.  A  delightful  concert  has 
been  given  them,  through  the  generous  thoughtfulness  of  one  of 
this  committee  and  another  is  planned.  A  Roosevelt  Hospital  nurse 
has  been  sent  here  to  receive  instructions  under  Miss  Hodgins,  in 
the  giving  of  anesthetics.  She  will  be  here  six  months,  her  expenses 
all  paid  by  the  New  York  hospital.  This  can  not  close  without 
mentioning  the  bubble  fountains  installed  in  the  Dispensary  and 
Lodge,  and  the  sanitary  cups  provided,  to  use  throughout  the  hos- 
pital. Every  suggestion  for  betterment  has  been  met  with  the  great- 
est promptness,  and  has  been  appreciated  by  this  committee. 

Since  1907  Lakeside  and  Rainbow  have  been  affiliated,  but 
only  during  the  past  year  has  this  board  had  monthly  reports  of  the 
wonderful  work  done  by  this  working  union.     Rainbow  had  been 
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seriously  handicapped  by  the  visiting  service  of  doctors  and  surgeons. 
Its  distance  from  the  city  makes  it  difficult  of  access  for  the  doc- 
tors offering  their  time.  Now  the  heads  of  the  medical  and  surgical 
staff  here,  belonging  to  the  children's  department,  nominate  to  the 
trustees  of  Rainbow  a  medical  and  surgical  staff  and  arrange  their 
time  for  visiting.  The  visiting  nurse  is  the  connecting  link,  and  a 
link  that  can  not  be  over  estimated  in  the  care  of  the  cripple  chil- 
dren. Many  visits  and  much  tact  are  required  to  persuade  the 
ignorant  parents  that  the  only  chance  their  child  has,  is  through 
the  help  that  Lakeside  can  give  it.  They  are  brought  here  for 
operation  or  for  treatment,  then,  when  able,  go  to  Rainbow,  with 
the  nurse,  for  convalescence.  No  children  are  admitted  to  Rainbow 
except  through  Lakeside's  dispensary.  The  continuity  of  this  crip- 
ple work  is  most  important.  First  Lakeside  treatment,  then  Rain- 
bow, then  the  public  school  instruction  at  the  cripple  school,  making 
what  would  have  been  helpless  little  creatures  into  self-supporting 
men  and  women.  After  leaving  Rainbow  they  are  still  visited  by 
the  nurse  and  return  often  to  Lakeside  for  the  refitting  of  braces. 
Cripples  can  not  be  forgotten  or  lost  sight  of  without  undoing  the 
work  of  years.  The  medical  cases  have  also  met  with  great  suc- 
cess. Rest,  massage,  proper  food  and  fresh  air,  work  marvels.  If 
there  were  no  Lakeside  and  no  Rainbow  many  of  these  cases  would 
be  hopeless. 

Ten  years  ago  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  president, 
called  the  Record  Committee.  Its  duties  were  to  gather  as  far  as 
possible  everything  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  hospital,  from 
its  beginnings,  back  in  the  Civil  War  days,  to  the  present  time,  and 
to  preserve  them.  The  task  seemed  simple,  but  was  found  not  to 
be.  The  portraits  of  the  three  presidents  have  been  hung  in  the 
board  room,  together  with  that  of  the  founder  of  all  hospital  work 
here.  Dr.  Goodrich,  and  Miss  Mitchell,  the  matron  for  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  In  the  main  corridor  are  the  pictures  show- 
ing the  evolution  of  this  institution  from  its  meager  beginning,  to 
the  present  time.  The  Strangers'  Home,  1863  to  1866,  the  Wilson 
Street  Hospital,  1866  to  1876,  and  the  Marine  Hospital,  1876  to 
1896.  Besides  these  are  hung  a  number  of  prints  of  old  hospitals 
and  new,  each  plainly  marked  with  the  givers'  names.  The  com- 
mittee purchased  a  fire-proof  safe  and  in  it  have  been  placed  photo- 
graphs of  all  but  two  of  the  charter  members  of  the  board  of 
managers,  and  the  annual  reports,  all  but  eleven,  of  its  forty-two 
years  of  service.    The  complete  reports  of-  the  graduating  exercises 
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of  the  school  for  nurses,  they  have,  with  many  pamphlets  and 
manuscripts,  the  latter  being  of  great  interest,  and  each  year  makes 
them  of  greater  value  in  the  records  of  Lakeside  Hospital. 

All  the  time  this  has  been  read,  there  has  been  with  us  the 
memory  of  a  little  figure  in  black.  One,  who  at  the  annual  meeting, 
has  read  her  matchless  report  in  her  clear  decided  voice.  A  report 
that  no  one  wanted  to  change  in  any  particular,  one  that  received 
only  commendation.  She  never  seemed  to  aim  at  this  winning  of 
praise,  but  by  her  simple  recital  of  events  and  her  attention  to  cor- 
rectness of  detail,  she  won  it.  We  will  leave  here,  taking  with  us 
this  memory  of  dear  Mrs,  North.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  January  1,  1912. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital, 

Gentlemen :  The  report  of  the  work  done  at  the  Lakeside  Hos- 
pital for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1911,  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  average  daily  attendance  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital 
for  the  year  was  222^,  an  increase  of  10  patients  a  day  over  the 
attendance  of  1910.  The  total  number  of  days'  treatment  was 
81,213,  an  increase  of  2),777  days  over  1910.  The  total  number  of 
visits  made  to  the  Dispensary  during  the  year  was  45,920,  an  increase 
of  4.831  visits  over  last  year. 

The  Resident  Obstetrician  and  the  Obstetrical  Nurse,  accom- 
panied by  Senior  Nurses  of  the  Training  School,  have  attended  in 
the  poor  district  of  the  city  513  women  in  confinement.  Last  year 
the  number  attended  was  263,  an  increase  this  year  of  150  cases. 
The  ante-partum  nurse  has  made  2,641  calls  in  the  interest  of  these 
patients,  and  the  post-partem  nurse  with  the  pupil  assistants  have 
made  10,194  calls. 

The  Social  Service  visiting  nurse  has  followed  patients  from 
the  Hospital  to  their  homes  and  made  988  calls.  She  has  inter- 
viewed at  the  Hospital,  and  given  relief  to  950  patients ;  261  patients 
have  been  referred  to  other  charitable  organizations. 

The  Orthopedic  Department  have  manufactured  153  braces  and 
apparatus  for  the  Hospital  patients  and  176  braces  were  made  and 
sold  to  private  patients. 

The  Hospital  cared  for  and  furnished  apparatus  during  the 
year  to  forty-one  (41)  crippled  children  nominated  by  the  Ben- 
jamin Rose  Institute  Trustees. 

The  Hospital  maintenance  expenditures  for  this  year  shows 
an  increase  of  $8,506.01,  and  the  Hospital  receipts  show  an  increase 
of  $5,312.94;  therefore  the  net  increase  cost  of  running  all  depart- 
ments was  $3,193.07.

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The  daily  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  was  $2.52^.  In  ar- 
riving at  the  daily  per  capita  cost,  every  expense  incurred  by  the 
Hospital  is  included.  The  expenses  of  maintaining  the  Free  Dis- 
pensary, Pathological  Department,  Social  Service,  Outside  Obstet- 
rical Service,  and  other  Department  expenses  should  rightfully  not 
be  included  in  the  cost  of  caring  for  patients  in  the  Hospital.  If 
the  sum  for  the  maintenance  of  these  adjunct  departments  were  to 
be  deducted  from  the  gross  expenditures,  the  daily  per  capita  cost 
for  Hospital  patients  would  be  but  $2.25  a  day. 

On  April  1st,  Dr.  George  W.  Crile  was  appointed  Visiting 
Surgeon  of  the  Hospital  to  succeed  Dr.  Dudley  P.  Allen,  who  re- 
signed a  year  ago.  The  appointment  of  Dr.  Crile  resulted  in  the 
merging  of  the  Surgical  and  Private  Ward  Staffs.  There  is  no 
longer  provided  for  surgeons,  not  on  the  regular  Hospital  Staff,  a 
separate  staff  and  Operating  Room  for  their  use.  The  Hospital 
continues  to  invite  reputable  surgeons  and  physicians  to  bring  their 
patients  to  the  Hospital,  and  provision  is  made  for  their  care  by 
the  regular  Resident  Staff;  and  for  operative  cases,  the  surgeons 
are  allowed  the  use  of  the  general  Operating  Room. 

On  May  1st,  Miss  Mary  Samuel,  formerly  Principal  of  the 
Training  School  at  the  Roosevelt  Hospital,  New  York  City,  began 
her  duties  at  this  Hospital  as  the  Principal  of  our  Training  School. 
Miss  Samuel  has  long  been  identified  in  New  York  with  the  nursing 
profession  and  has  done  much  towards  the  establishment  and  main- 
taining the  present  high  standard  of  professional  nursing. 

On  July  1st,  Mr.  Pliny  O.  Clark,  Assistant  Superintendent,  was 
called  to  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  to  become  Superintendent  of 
the  Wheeling  City  Hospital.  Mr.  Clark  was  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent here  for  nearly  three  years,  and  discharged  his  duties  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.  His  promotion  was  well  earned  and  we 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  he  will  be  highly  successful  in  this 
new  venture. 

Dr.  A.  R.  Warner,  formerly  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Lake- 
side, has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  Clark.  Dr.  Warner  for  the 
past  five  years  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession 
here  in  Cleveland,  and  in  addition  has  been  instructor  at  the  West- 
ern Reserve  Medical  College  and  first  Assistant  Visiting  Physician 
to  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Lakeside  Free  Dispensary.  Dr. 
Warner's  former  experience  in  Hospital  executive  work  and  the 
experience  gained  since  as  a  teacher,  admirably  fits  him  for  this 
position. 
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An  unusual  amount  of  money  has  been  expended  this  year 
for  Hospital  improvements.  The  paving  of  Lakeside  Avenue  from 
East  Twelfth  Street  to  East  Fourteenth  Street  (the  entire  Hos- 
pital frontage)  with  wood  blocks,  has  been  a  great  improvement. 
The  street  was  formerly  a  dirt  road  and  very  uneven.  In  winter 
and  spring  it  was  almost  impassable  at  times,  and  in  summer  the 
dirt  arising  from  the  street  was  very  disagreeable  and  unsanitary. 
During  the  few  months  that  the  street  has  been  used  since  the 
paving  was  completed  we  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  it;  there  are  no 
disagreeable  features  remaining.  The  sound  of  passing  vehicles 
is  hardly  audible  to  the  patients,  and  the  inconveniences  formerly 
met  with  are  entirely  removed.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made 
to  the  Hospital  heating  and  lighting  plant.  The  three  boilers,  that 
were  installed  when  the  Hospital  was  opened  thirteen  years  ago, 
were  reset  and  repairs  made.  The  Hospital  side-track  from  the  Penn- 
sylvania Lines  have  been  repaired  this  year.  The  old  light  rails  have 
been  replaced  by  the  standard  rail.  The  support  to  our  coal  bunk- 
ers have  been  reinforced  also,  to  permit  of  the  heavy  equipment 
used  by  the  railroads  today.  Another  improvement  of  note  made 
during  the  year  was  the  grading  and  resodding  of  one-half  of  the 
entire  north  end  of  the  Hospital  grounds;  the  remainder  will  be 
graded  and  sodded  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Hospital  has  had  a  most 
successful  year.  With  the  addition  of  another  social  worker,  we 
could  accomplish  much  more  good.  There  has  been  more  demand 
made  by  the  Dispensary  for  sociological  investigations  and  relief 
this  year,  consequently  our  one  worker  has  had  much  more  ground 
to  cover  than  before.  I  wish  to  strongly  recommend  to  the  Trustees 
that  another  nurse  be  engaged  in  this  work,  thereby  enabling  us  to 
carefully  investigate  every  application,  both  at  the  Hospital  and  the 
Dispensary.  The  fund  furnished  us  for  relief  work  is  more  than 
adequate.  This  department  is  now  supervised  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Warner, 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  Sociological 
worker  is  Miss  Gertrude  Barnes.  A  separate  statistical  and  de- 
tailed report  of  this  year's  work  in  the  Social  Service  Department 
will  be  pubHshed  and  distributed  along  with  the  Hospital  report  to 
other  Hospitals  and  to  individuals  interested  in  this  work  through- 
out the  country. 

During  the  year  the  Resident  Obstetrician  and  the  Nurses  of 
Lakeside  have  attended  five  hundred  and  thirteen  (513)  women  in 
confinement  in  their  own  homes.    This  is  nearly  double  the  number 
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attended  last  year.  There  is  engaged  in  this  work  one  Resident 
Physician,  one  salaried  nurse  for  ante-partem  and  sociological  work, 
two  salaried  nurses  for  medical  work.  The  thirty  Senior  nurses 
of  the  Lakeside  Hospital  Training  School  have  received  their  ob- 
stetrical training  by  attending  these  confinements  along  with  the 
doctor  and  nurses,  and  assisting  them  in  the  work.  There  was 
donated  early  this  year  by  Mr.  Samuel  Mather  a  Packard  Limousine 
Car  for  the  use  of  the  nurses  engaged  in  this  work.  Besides  making 
their  rounds  of  the  districts  much  more  comfortable  and  convenient, 
it  has  enabled  the  staff  to  care  for  more  patients  than  it  could  pos- 
sibly have  attended  had  we  to  depend  upon  the  street  cars  for  our 
only  method  of  transportation. 

A  gift  of  $2,000  from  Mr.  W.  S.  Tyler,  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Lakeside,  has  just  been  announced  for  1912.  The 
money  is  to  be  used  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  nurses  engaged  in 
the  Obstetrical  work. 

From  Mr.  E.  S.  Burke,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lakeside 
Hospital,  was  received  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $10,000,  to  be 
used  in  the  purchase  of  a  complete  new  and  modern  X-Ray  ap- 
paratus and  necessary  accessories.  The  balance  that  was  unused 
for  equipment  has  been  placed  as  an  endowment  fund.  The  interest 
on  the  principal  may  be  used  to  purchase  supplies  from  time  to 
time  for  the  plant.  From  Mr.  J.  H.  McBride  the  Hospital  has 
received  a  gift  of  a  complete  photographic  outfit.  The  value  of 
lantern  slide  photographs  in  the  original  colors  is  now  recognized  as 
very  important  for  use  in  teaching;  besides,  the  photographs  of 
patients  and  specimen  are  bound  with  the  histories,  helping  materi- 
ally to  complete  the  patient's  Hospital  record.  Mr.  J.  E.  Oliven- 
baum,  formerly  instructor  at  the  Case  School  of  Applied  Science, 
has  been  engaged  as  the  Hospital  Photographer,  also  the  Hospital 
Radiographer.  Mr.  Olivenbaum  has  been  interested  in  color 
photography  for  some  time,  and  has  perfected  cameras  that  are 
used  for  that  special  work.  We  expect  to  show  some  startling 
results  in  this  practically  new  field  of  Hospital  work  in  the  near 
future. 

Many  gifts  of  special  equipment  have  been  received  during  the 
year  from  friends  of  the  Hospital.  Mrs.  Isaac  Leisy  gave  two 
bubbling  drinking  fountains,  one  placed  in  the  Free  Dispensary  and 
the  other  in  the  Waiting  Room  for  ward  visitors.  From  Mrs.  W.  S. 
Tyler  was  received  a  large  supply  of  individual  drinking  cups  and 
holders  to  be  used  on  all  the  wards  and  in  the  servants'  dormitories. 
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From  Mrs.  J.  H.  Wade  we  have  received  a  vacuum  cleaner  and 
rugs  for  every  room  in  the  doctors'  dormitory.  From  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  H.  G.  Dalton  we  received  twenty  new  children's  cribs  for  use 
in  the  children's  ward.  Mrs.  P.  M,  Hitchcock  gave  to  the  House 
Staff  of  the  Hospital  a  combination  billiard  and  pool  table  with 
the  usual  accessories. 

The  Nitrous  Oxide  plant  that  was  installed  by  Mr.  H.  M. 
Hanna  in  1910  has  been  a  great  success.  We  have  manufactured 
and  used  during  1911  two  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  (270,000) 
gallons  of  the  gas.  Many  similar  plants  have  been  installed  this 
year  in  other  hosiptals.  Nitrous  Oxide  is  fast  becoming  the  uni- 
versal anaesthetic.  The  successful  results  obtained  here  at  Lake- 
side has  had  much  to  do  with  its  adoption  as  an  anaesthetic  else- 
where. 

For  many  years  the  rates  charged  at  Lakeside  Hospital  for 
rooms  and  ward  accommodations  has  been  below  that  charged  by 
other  hospitals  here  in  Cleveland,  and  was  much  below  the  rates 
charged  by  hospitals  located  in  other  cities.  All  supplies  used  by 
the  hospitals  have  increased  during  the  past  few  years ;  salaries  are 
also  higher.  The  Trustees  felt  entirely  justified  in  increasing  the 
Hospital  rates.  The  amount  of  the  increase  is  only  slight  and  the 
rates  are  still  below  those  charged  elsewhere.  The  new  rates  for 
rooms  and  beds  in  the  wards  go  into  effect  January  1,  1912. 

The  affiliation  entered  into  between  the  Lakeside  Hospital  and 
the  Rainbow  Cottage  two  years  ago  has  operated  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction, I  believe,  of  both  institutions.  The  Hospital  entered  into 
an  agreement  the  first  of  the  year  with  the  Benjamin  Rose  Institute 
Trustees  for  the  care  of  any  and  all  crippled  children,  nominated 
by  them.  We  have  treated  over  a  period  of  ten  months  forty-one 
(41)  cripples.  The  mechanical  apparatus  for  the  children  has  been 
furnished  by  the  Hospital  from  special  funds.  An  expression  of 
entire  satisfaction  from  the  Benjamin  Rose  Institute  Trustees  as  to 
the  care  their  children  have  been  receiving,  encourages  us  to  believe 
that  a  renewal  of  the  agreement  will  be  made  for  the  ensuing  year. 

To  the  Trustees,  the  Lady  Board  of  Managers  and  to  the  Visit- 
ing Staff,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  their  advice  and 
.assistance.     I  also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  those  asso- 
ciated with  me  at  the  Hospital  for  their  interest,  loyalty  and  faith- 
fulness.

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Report  of  The  School  for  Nurses 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital, 

Gentlemen :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  the  annual 
report  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital  School  for  Nurses  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1911.  The  school,  now  completing  the  fourteenth 
year  of  its  existence,  has,  since  its  organization,  graduated  two 
hundred  and  sixty-five  pupils.  Of  these  fifty-six  have  married, 
three  died,  seventeen  are  holding  institutional  positions,  nineteen 
are  engaged  in  Visiting  Nursing,  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  in 
private  duty,  two  are  missionary  nurses,  one  an  army  nurse,  one 
an  anaesthetist,  and  twelve  are  at  home. 

We  report  with  sorrow  the  death  of  Miss  Mabel  C.  Thompson, 
a  member  of  the  class  of  1905.  Miss  Thompson,  whose  death  was 
the  result  of  an  accident  while  on  duty,  was  a  capable  and  efficient 
nurse;  and  her  death  deprives  her  school  and  profession  of  one  of 
their  most  useful  members. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  changes;  not  only  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Officers  and  Staff,  but  also  in  methods  of  teaching 
and  administration.  The  Demonstration  Room  has  been  well 
equipped  for  teaching  purposes,  and  now  affords  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  thorough  instruction  in  the  methods  of  practical  nursing. 

An  affiliation  with  the  Visiting  Nurses'  Association  has  been 
arranged  and  a  limited  number  of  students  in  their  third  year  now 
receive  from  this  Association  two  months'  instruction.  This  in- 
cludes, besides  the  usual  district  nursing  experience,  an  insight  into 
the  various  activities  of  social  work,  such  as  School  Nursing,  nurs- 
ing in  connection  with  the  Babies  and  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries, 
and  Social  Service  in  its  bearing  on  all.  It  is  hoped  that  this  broader 
experience  may  influence  young  women  of  intelligence  and  education 
to  become  candidates  for  the  School. 

Much  gratification  and  appreciation  have  been  expressed  by 
graduates  and  others  interested  in  the  School,  of  the  establishment 
of  two  scholarships  of  $250  each,  made  possible  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  two  members  of  the  Board.  The  first  of  these,  the  "Isabel 
Hampton  Robb"  Scholarship,  is  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Hunter  Robb, 
a  staunch  advocate  of  higher  educational  standards  in  nursing;  and 
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it  seems  particularly  appropriate  that  this  scholarship  should  be 
awarded  to  the  student  whose  work  in  the  School  has  been  of  the 
highest  excellence  and  who  desires  to  pursue  special  work  at  Teach- 
ers' College,  New  York.  The  second  one,  the  "Edward  Fitch  Gush- 
ing Scholarship"  has  been  established  in  memory  of  the  late  Dr. 
Gushing,  whose  sincere  interest  in  the  work  of  the  School  was  un- 
failing, and  by  whose  death  the  nurses  have  lost  one  of  their  best 
friends.  The  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  the  student,  who  has 
demonstrated  a  special  fitness  and  who  desires  to  prepare  herself 
for  Social  Service  Work. 

The  Gommencement  exercises  of  the  class  of  1911  were  held 
on  the  eleventh  of  May  in  the  Florence  Harkness  Memorial  Ghapel 
(through  the  courtesy  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Western  Reserve  Uni- 
versity). An  appropriate  address  was  made  by  Dr.  Gharles  H. 
Green,  of  Harvard  University,  and  the  diplomas  and  prizes  were 
presented  by  Mr.  Samuel  Mather.  A  reception  was  afterwards 
given  in  the  Hayden  Hall  by  the  Entertainment  Gommittee  of  the 
Lady  Board  of  Managers.
